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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

IV. Claims 72-73, drawn to a rotatable tip comprising a radially inwardly 
extending annular recess, classified in class 604, subclass 22.

1 1 . Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
